of Virgin ia across the Alleghen ies i 
to the southern states protestin g 
again st the Fren ch. 
On return in g 
from 1 his journ ey he was attacked 
by the In d ian s. 
His guid e would 
have killed on e man 
if 
Wash­ 
in gton had n ot in tercepted . A little 
further he attempted to cross the 
Alleghen ey river on a raft an d was 
upset. Narrowly escaped d rown in g 
an d d eath by cold . 
It took him 78 
d ays to make this trip. 
Washin gton fought his first battle 
at Great Mead ows, Virgin ia in 1 7 51 
again st the troop of Fren chmen . 
Washin gton had his first legis­ 
lative experien ce in the First Con ­ 
tin en tal Con gress in 1774.

Tren ton 
Washin gton pled ged his en tire for­ 
tun e to keep his men in service. If 
lie had n ot d on e this, his whole 
army would have d eserted him be­ 
cause of in sufficien t pay. 
At the en d of the war Washin g- 
i ton stated his expen ses as $64,000 
j to the Con tin en tal con gress. 
On April 30, 1789 at New York 
i George Washin gton was mad e the 
I first presid en t of the Un ited States.

| was to proclaim America’s n eutrality

W e 
wonder liow 
ma ny parents visit 
the schools in wdiich their y oung hope­ 
fuls are being ta ught the three 
and 
w’hether or not they a pprecia te the ef­ 
forts of the tea chers, not only to instruct 
the children a long the lines ma rked out 
by the school boards or the superintend­ 
ents as the case ma y be, but to entertain 
them as well, 
i 
Those who are cha rged with the edu­ 
ca ting of our children are as a rule im­ 
pressed wdth their responsibility ; there­ 
fore they do the very best they can to 
discha rge tha t obligation, not only that, 
but they go still further and very often 
go to much trouble in order to keep up 
the interest of their pupils. 
Frequently 
this enterta inment is ha rd to accomplish, 
/ beca use of the crowded condition of the 
cla ss room, the poor equipment and the 
lack of hea rty co-operation by some pa r­ 
ents, Tvho do not rea lize tha t ‘‘all work 
and no pla y ma kes J a ck a mighty stupid 
boy .’’ 
As a rule much of the criticism of the 
a vera ge teca her is unca lled for. Under all 
' the try ing circumsta nces w^hich confronts 
the modern school 
tea cher 
every day . 
they do very \vell a nd deserv'e the tha nks 
of the community , as well as tha t of the 
pa rents immedia tely concerned. 
The a ctua ting ca use for this article w^as 
a story by a la dy who ha d just visited 
one of the city schools a ttended by her 
bright y oung da ughter. 
It w^as the da y 
before St. Va lentine’s Day . 
She found all 
of the y oungsters busy pla nning and ma k­ 
ing Va lentines and the 
tea cher 
busier 
than an old hen with a lot of chickens, 
^ wa s showing this one and the other one. 
The la dy rema rked tha t ''the tea cher 
as I sa\v her then with this lot of y oung­ 
sters tugging at her skirts, w^as a rea l 
hero, as she satisfied all of their little 
whims. 
It wa s a real trea t to see how' 
this tea cher ha ndled this room filled to 
overflowing with ch ildren/’ 
While on the subject of school tea ch­ 
ers we note tha t the .school board recently 
ha d a meeting in which corporal punlsh- 
Djent w’as under discussion. 
During the 
discussion the superintendent of the city 
schools voiced his view's on tha t subject 
a bout like this; 
“ The idea tha t a stu­ 
dent or pupil must be whipped to correct 
him is out of d a t e /’
